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HOWARD 
MCKENZIE 




On January 16, 1970, Howard A. 
McKenzie, age 40, died tragically in 
an auto accident. He was a native of 
Bernal Heights and in 1965 he served 
as President of the Bernal Heights 
Association, and as such he gave a 
strong sense of direction to the 
Association. 

He was just 15 when he enlisted in 
the Navy during the second world war. 
While in the Navy he served as flight 
engineer on an aircraft carrier in 
the Pacific Theatre of war. 

He had attended Mission High 
School and upon his return he attend- 
ed San Francisco City College. At 
one time he fought in Golden Glove 
tournaments as a lightweight. Twice 
he ran on the Democratic ticket for a 
seat in the Assembly from the 20th 
District . 

After long years of struggling he 
became President of the Bricklayers' 
Union and was one of Northern Cali- 
fornia's outstanding Labor Leaders. 
He was one of the founders of the 
Bricklayers' Pension & Welfare Plan. 
He was' a memb.er of the Board of Direc 
tors of Builders Exchange, Delegate 
of Building Trades Council, Member of 
Advisory Board of Masonry Industry of 
SF, and was Building Consultant to 
Spanish Speaking Citizens Foundation 
Prior to his death, he was deeply 
involved iwth a proposal to construct 
needed low and medium priced housing 
in the Mission District, with use of 
a precedent-setting apprenticeship 
training program for the district's 
minority youth. He was in the midst 
of consulting with Presidents of 
other Unions, as well as traveling td 
Washington, D.C. pleading the cause. 

M. Justin Herman, Executive Direc- 
tor of Redevelopment Agency, issued 
this statement on Howard: "Mr. 
McKen?ie.'s death is mourned by thou- 
sands and well it should be for it is 
JJarticular ly untimely for the people 
of the Mission District...." 

He is survived by his widow, 
Denis e, who indicates she will carry 
on the fight of her late husband, a 
son Malcolm, 12, a daughter Gayle, 10 
his mother Catherine McKenzie and 
five brothers .

He came to Bernal Heights with a 
heart full of Icve and it was said of 
him 'he gave this love to each one he 
met.' We are grateful, but alas too 
late, to Jerry who was solely respon- 
sible for the outstanding entertain- 
ment we all enjoyed at all 6 Street 
Fairs the Association sponsored. He 
was totally dedicated to getting the 
best available and was instrumental, 
in the success of these Fairs. 

He worked with Bernal Action for 
Progress (a development of EOC) as 
Member of Board of Directors and as 
its President. He donated a great 
deal of his time working with the 
youth, and whenever a call went out 
for the tree-planting expedition he 
was always there working willingly. 
San Francisco and especially Bernal 
Heights was again robbed of another 
energetic man who will be missed for 
many years to come. We resent his 
passing. 

Jerry is survived by his mother, 
Eva Chism, of Pasadena, California.

Since Its formation in 1963, the Bernal Heights 
Association has been involved in a wide variety 
of activities aimed at maintaining and improving 
the quality of life in this "neighborhood. In the 
past year, the Bernal Heights Plan for physical 
Improvements to the neighborhood, developed by 
residents of Bernal Heights over a period of se-? 
veral years, won the approval of the San Francis- 
co Board of Supervisors. Federally Assisted Code 
Enforcement (PACE) will bring some of these im- 
provements to the west side of Bernal Heights in 
the near future. BHA spurred repairs and pain- 
ting of the Recreation Center at Bernal Play- 
ground by sponsoring a meeting with Park and Rec 
. General Manager Joseph Caverly at which many 
neighborhood groups expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion with service to this area. Subsequent 
meetings with Mr. Caverly and his staff have Im- 
proved eommunications with this department. BHA 
members supplied hot dogs, cake, and circus ti-> 
ckets for Percy Dillon's "100 's" basketball team 
when they won the city championship for Bernal 
Playground. 

This summer, BHA members worked with the Cortland 
Progressives to help them set up a drug education 
program for Bernal Heights youngsters, helped the 
Visual Arts program run by neighborhood volun- 
teers at Junipero Serra School by paying their 
phone bill, and with Precita Center, is co- 
sponsor of an international work camp based at 
the Center and working in the neighborhood. You 
will see these young people from many countries 
helping with take-down and clean-up after the 
Bernal Heights Pair in Holly Park. 
In previous years, the association has organized 
the planting of hundreds of street trees, dealt 
with hundreds of problems of zoning, street re- 
pair, traffic, etc., headed a massive clean-up 
campaign, and sponsored six annual neighborhood 
fairs. 

The Bernal Heights Association has no paid staff, 
no federal grants, no ladles and gentlemen of 
leisure who can devote their full time to atten- 
ding city hall hearings, typing newsletter sten- 
cils, circulating petitions, and so on. All the 
officers and committee chairmen work, and can 
give BHA only their spare time. For this reaso n, 
BHA cannot promise to do anything FOR you if you 
join, but can only offer to work WITH you to help 
find solutions to neighborhood problems — and to 
help keep up your strength with gourmet feasts at 
at our potluck suppers.

Neighborhood Clinic ? 

The Bernal Heights Health Committee was 
formed in early January 1970 to help represen- 
tatives of S.F. Ge ne ra 1- Hos pi ta 1 ' s Outpatient 
Department formulate a proposal to set up a 
satellite clinic in Bar nal. Heights . If such a 
clinic should be funded, it is hoped, it will 
offer comprehensive health care to the neigh- 
borhood, with back-up services being p->'ovided 
by health facilities already existing in near- 
by areas. Included in discussions has been 
the Community Mental Health Team of Public 
Health District #3, who may be allied with the 
clinic . 

This committee originally consisted of 10 

members with Mrs. Joan Knox serving as chair- 
man, and with an advisory board of 8 health 
professionals. The committee met on Aug. 6, 
1970, to discuss with other community groups 
the feasibility of such a clinic and the ex- 
pansion of the present committee to include 
more community organizations. The Cortland 
Progressives, Cortland Latin Youth Organiza- 
tion, and the Bernal Heights Association sent 
representatives . 

The B.H. Health Committee will have a first 
aid booth at the Fair where further informa- 
tion on t..e proposed satellite clinic will be 
available.
